English Captain Sets Precedent by Ordering Sa­ 
lute of Guns to Harding As He Crosses from the 
United States into Canada on American Natal 
Day-President Takes Part in Patriotic Parade

PORTLAND, Ore., July 4.— President and Mrs. Harding 
arrived in Portia d at 9 o’clock this morning. They immediate­ 
ly entered upon a typical Fourth of July program, consisting 
of a parade, speeches and fireworks. 
BRITISH WARSHIP SALUTES PRESIDENT. 
(By Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, July 4.— A nation’s eyes turned to the West 
where on the anniversary of the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence from British rule, a British warship was ordered 
by its commander to fire a salute of honor as a train bearing 
the President of the United States crossed the Willamette 
River at Portland, Ore. 
This incident of Harding’s trip to 
Alaska was to set an historical precedent. 
Balloon racing at 
Indianapolis, automobile racing at Kansas City, horse racing, 
parading, speech-making and sporting events, as well as the 
customary though somewhat restricted use of fireworks engag­ 
ed interest of many. One boy was burned fatally, another was 
hurt in New York; eleven children in St. Louis were burned; 
two persons were wounded by revolver shots in Chicago, ac­ 
cording to reports to police. 
Americans scattered over the 
globe observed the day. 
The principal event abroad being 
the unveiling of a monument in Paris to American volunteers 
in French armies in the World War.

COURTHOUSE MEET 


A meeting in the interest of goon 
roads was held at the district court 
room at 2:30 Saturday afternoon, D. 
J. McDonald, county superintendent 
of school, presiding and introducing 
the speakers. 
W. J. Kmmonds of 
College was the firet speaker. 
He 
laid stress on the benefit of good 
roads to schools, churches and com­ 
merce of the county. 
He explained 
the purpose 
of (he co n stitu tio n s 
amendment to be voted on July 28, 
saying that its purpose was merely 
to rempve the building of connecting 
or designated 
highway from 
the 
piece-meal efforts of county courts 
and transfer this work to the State 
Highway Commission to the end that 
this central body might work out a 
unified system of roads having no 
breaks. 
The amendment does not 
provide for any additional taxes, he 
pointed out, but rather makes a r­ 
rangem ents whereby for every dol­ 
lar the State puts up for roads the 
National government will put up an 
equal amount. 
He asserted that th* 
saving in the expenses of getting 
children to school and church and 
the saving to commerce would soon 
pay for the roads and ’feave the roads 
thereafter as profit. 
He maintained 
that consolidation 
of rural schools 
was impractical without good roads. 
F. L. Henderson Speaks. 
F. I*. Henderson was the second 
speaker. 
He discussed the educa­ 
tional interests of the county and 
state and referred to the high cost 
of schooling per pupil in Bryan as 
compared to the cost in rural dis­ 
tricts. 
He advocated consolidated 
schools as a means of insuring to 
country children advantages equal to 
those of town children and said that 
it was to the interest of children to 
be educated where they lived as it 
would m esa a much 
better social 
condition in tho communities proper­ 
ly provided with schools. 
This can 
only be done by a reasonable lax, he 
asserted. 
Supt. McDonald was th* 
last speaker. 
We need a new* eon 
stitution. he said, which will pro 
vide for a blanket state tax and a 
blanket county tax for the support 
of schools, and permit the voting 
of special taxes in school district' 
where people desire. 
This b anket 
tax, in his opinion, should be on the 
mineral 
and 
similar 
natural 
r e ­ 
sources of wealth in the state and 
should be distributed to every pupil 
in Texas alike. 
The county blunket 
tax should be on the railways and 
other public utilities and should In* 
distributed equa’ly to every pupil in 
the county. The use of the tax money 
arising in school districts should be 
left to the wishes of the people of 
that district, he said.

DR. E. F. GREGORY 
DIES IN BROOKSHIRE 


Dr. E. F. Gregory, form erly a 
practicing physician of Bryan and 
Brazos county, died at Brookshire 
in the home of his only brother’s 
wife, Mrs. D, J. Gregory, on June 
23, according to advices to the Bry­ 
an Eagle. 
He was 71 years old He 
had a lingering sped of rheumatism, 
followed by heart trouble. 


AMENDMENT WOULD TRANSFER THE 
BUILDING OF HIGHWAYS TO STATE 


The Eagle is reproducing the fol­ 
lowing statem ent from the Texas 
Highway Association for the purpose 
of making clear what the real na­ 
ture of the Highway Amendment to 
be voted on July 28 is: 
In spite of all discussion in the 
press, there seems to be a wide­ 
spread misunderstanding of the pro­ 
posed Highway Amendment. 
The 
many inquiries regarding the amend 
ment indicate that a great many 
people do not know what it pro­ 
vides. 
A simple statem ent of its 
provisions is very necessary. 
The Proposal. 
The amendment proposes to ad 
the following provisions to the state 
constitution: 
The legislature is authorized and 
directed to provide for the creation 
establishment, 
construction, main­ 
tenance and repair of a system of 
improved highways 
throughout the 
Stale, to be under the control of the 
state, and in order that the state 
may provnde the means, 
revenues 
and instrum entalities for the estab­ 
lishment and maintenance of such 
system of Highways, the legislature 
is empowered to levy and cause to 
be collected specific excise and ad 
valorem taxes, 
in addition to those 
for other purposes in the constitu­ 
tion. but such ad valorem taxes shall 
he imposed only for the purpose of 
retiring bonds authorized by vote of 
the people of this state as provided 
for hereinafter in this section. When 
said system shall havo been desig­ 
nated and taken over for the state 
as provided in Section A hereof, 
the legislature is authorized to make 
proision for the equitable compensa­ 
tion to such counties for the value 
of such improvements as have been 
theretofore constructed by the coun­ 
ties in the State. Provided also tha:, 
save for the State Highway system, 
in all other respects, counties shall 
have the right to build, construct 
maintain 
roads, 
turnpikes 
and 
bridges within their respective boun­ 
daries, and the constitutional pro­ 
visions relating thereto are not qual­ 
ified or repealed by reason hereof. 
Then there is a section authorizing 
and directing the legislature to en­ 
act legislation to put these into e f­ 
fect. 
An Explanation. 
First of all it should be said that 
the provision w'hich refers to ad va­ 
lorem taxes can be ignored, for th** 
section which would have authorized 
the issuance of bonds was stricken 
out by the senate. 
It was intended 
to strike out also the reference to 
ad valorem taxes, hut in the rush of 
the closing hours of the regular ses­ 
sion this was overlooked. 
But it Is 
inoperative and the same as though 
it had been stricken out. 
For it 
applies only to the section which was 
stricken out, and no ad valorem 
taxes coull be levied if the am end­ 
ment is adopted. If that point is kept 
in mind, there should be no difficul­ 
ty in understanding the amendment. 
It proides for the creation of a State 
highway system and for the levying 
of .specific excise taxes for the es­ 
tablishm ent and mathtunance of such 
a system. 
Counties Relieved. 
If the am endment is adopted the 
designated state highways 
will be 
taken over by the state and the coun 
ties will be relieved of the duty and 
expense of constructing and m ain­ 
taining such highway in the future 
The excise taxes it authorizes does 
not increase the power of the stat*,* 
to raise revenue. The slate can levy 
excise taxes now, only they are call­ 
ed occupation taxes. But one-fourth 
of all the occupation taxes must go 
to the school fund, aud this am end­ 


ment would make possible the levy­ 
ing of such a tax for road purposes 
only 
The gasoline tax is an in­ 
stance of this. 
Gasoline cannot be 
taxed for roads, without also taxing 
it for schools under the present con- 
I stitution. 
Under 
the Amendment 
it could be taxed for road:, alone. 
Counties Build Roads. 
And finally, the amendment pro 
vide* that counties shall retain all 
their present powers with respect to 
roads. This will relieve the counties* 
from constructing and m aintaining 
highways, and leave them all theii 
present revenue for purely county 
road*1. 
The provision for compen­ 
sating counties for roads taken over 
is a m atter for the future and will 
require further action from the leg­ 
islature. 
The system which this 
amendment 
would 
inaugurate 
in 
Texas is the same as that in opera­ 
tion in all other states in the \Inion 
with the exception of two or three. 
A Federal law requires that every 
state must have such a system with­ 
in the next three years or forf* it 
any further Federal aid in building 
highway.— Texas Highway Associa­ 
tion,

DOMINGO, New Mexico, July 4.— At least five persons 
are believed to have been killed or injured fatally and several 
others hurt, when the Santa Fe train No. 9, known as the Nava­ 
jo, Chicago to Los Angeles, went into a ditch about five miles 
from here early today. The cause of the wreck is undetermined. 
V. S. Robertson, member of one of the double-header engine 
crews, is dead, and Joe Blevins, fireman, is missing, according 
to early reports, Blevins is believed to have been buried under 
an engine. Two other enginemen are probably fatally scalded, 
reports said. 
It is reported an unidentified passenger was 
killed.

Rev. J. B. Chessner. The list of dead 
since the last session was read by 
Miss Katie Oaf fan, life secretary of 
the association. 
This list included 
( apt. T. C. B uffington, of Anderson, 
Texas, Dr. Sam R. Burrows of Buf­ 
falo, Texas, a Mr. Parent of Fort 
Worth, Texas, Robert Goree, who 
died in California and was buried in 
Knox City, Texas, John A. Brad 
field, of Dallas, Texas, Lee J. Roun­ 
tree, Bryan, Texas. 
Following this 
the quartette composed of Gabe Ca­ 
delle, W. S. Barron, Mrs. Gabe Ga­ 
zelle and Miss Miriam Crute, sang 
“Rock of A ges.” 
In paying a tribute to Lee J. Roun­ 
tree,Capt. W.C. W alsh,president of the 
Brigade said in part: 
“A moment 
comes in the life of each of us, when 
the English language seems merely 
an aggregation of idle sounds, such a 
moment is the present. We wish to ex 
press in adequate words our feeling 
for a good man gone to his reward— 
a man loved by his fellow man, and 
died in harness demonstrating such 
love but language is useless. 
Old 
comrades, let us take the example of 
l-ee Rountree’s life and death to our 
hearts and so llvs that we may like 
him, 
hear 
the commendatory sen­ 
tence, 
'Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.’ ” 
J. 0 . Bradfiald delivered an elo­ 
quent memorial address in honor of 
the late Lee J. Rountree. 
Mr. Brad- 
field said in part' 
"I knew Lee J. 
Rountree and loved hill*., for he was 
my friend. 
I attended his funeral 
as a representative of the John B. 
Hood camp at Austin, und I think 
there was no one there more im­ 
pressed 
with the cerem onies than 
m yself, for in all of my 80 years 
of life I have never seen more of 
love and respect shown to any man. 
From the hour of his pathetic death 
at his post of duty to the last act at 
his grave it was pathetic in tho ex­ 
treme. 
His remains were escorted to 
the train by the highest officials of 
the State and on down to the hum­ 
blest employees at the Capitol and 
many gray-heared veterans from the 
Confederate Homo who knew and 
honored him. 
When 
we 
reached 
Bryan we found a whole city waiting 
bowed down with grief. 
Every ac­ 
tivity had ceased, business houses 
were all closed, every school dis­ 
missed and the cadets from A. & 
M. College in full force, all honoring 
the man they loved. 
And most ap­ 
pealing of all were the little child­ 
ren mussed along the way with heads 
all bowed with sorrow at the loss 
of their faithful friend. 
Services W ere Impressive. 
The services at the church were 
im pressive— and then 
on 
to 
the 
grave. 
Every civic and fraternal or- 
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ganization of the city was there. 
The Masons, with their impressive 
ritual, the Knights Templar, garbed 
in their beautiful regalia, and last 
came the Ku KJux Klan, white-robed 
and silent, knights o f a mystic em- ! 
pire, guardians of our homes a n d : 
honor, bearing the emblem of their 
order, 
a 
fiery 
cross beautifully 
wrought with scarlet roses and plac­ 
ed it upon the banked flowers that 
covered the grave. 
In low hushed 
voices they sang: ‘Nearer, my God, 
to Thee, E'en though it be a cross 
that raiseth m e’ and silently passed 
away. 
Then came the military sa­ 
lute of three rounds over the grave, j 
and taps, the last sad call for the 
departed. 
Ah the beautiful bugle 
notes rang out the crowd was hushed 
and still, and then in the silence 
that followed, from afar came back 
the answering call, low and sweet, as 
of an echo thrown back from the 
jasper walls of the City of God. And 
then, when the crowd had gone, and 
only a few were near, an aged white- 
1 
haired Confederate veteran stepped 
unobtrusively forward and placed a 
s'nprle white rose on the center of 
the fiery cross— a star in the midst 
of the flames. 
And as he turned 
away he said: “ Lee Rountree did not 
live in vain, for his works do follow 
him.” 
Rev. H. C. Willis of the Methodist 
church gave a patriotic address. 
Tri­ 
butes were paid to the memory of 
Lee J. Rountree by Captain W. C .1 
Walsh of Austin, Miss Katie Daffan 
of Houston, Mrs. J. W allace Brosig 
of Navasota, James Brigg of Fort 
Worth, and Judge 
W. 
C. 
Davis. 
Judge Davis spoke of Lee J. Roun­ 
tree, a son of a Confederate veteran, 
as a man who had always upheld 
the good name of the Confederate 
soldier in person, in his papers and 
uhile president of the Texas Press 
association. 
He remarked how fit­ 
ting it was that death should have 
come to him at his post of duty in 
the Legislature, just after he had 
received a bouquet from a Confed­ 
erate veteran and had delivered a 
eulogy on the Cenfederate soldier. 
He said that in his opinion it was 
fitting that Mr. 
Rountree’s widow 
should be elected an honorary mem­ 
ber of Hood's Texas Brigade.

Appeals. 
Following announcements, 
adjournment was taken.

H O U SE JO IN T RESO LUTIO N 
N U M BER 18 
Proposing an am endment to Article 
8, of the Constitution of the State 
of Texas, which relates to taxa­ 
tio n and revenues, 
by 
adding 
thereto a new section to be known 
as Section 9a, directing the Leg­ 
islature to provide for the con­ 
struction, operation and m ainten­ 
ance, under State control, of a 
State system of public highways; 
providing for an election for the 
ratification or rejection of amend­ 
ment herein proposed, and mak­ 
ing an appropriation to defray the 
expenses of said election. 
B e it resolved by the L egislatu re 
of the S tate o f T exas: 
Section I. That there be submitted 
to the people of Texas, for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at a special election 
provided for herein an amendment to 
Article 8, of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas, amending said A r­ 
ticle 8, of the Constitution of the 
State of Texas by adding thereto a 
new section to be known as section 
9a, which shall read as follows: 
Section 9a. The Legislature is au­ 
thorized and directed to provide for 
the creation, establishment, construc­ 
tion, m aintenance and repair of a 
system 
of 
improved 
highways 
throughout the State to be under 
the control of the State; and in or­ 
der that the State may provide the 
means, revenues and instrum entali­ 
ties the establishm ent and m ainten­ 
ance of such system of highways, the 
Legislature is empowered to levy 
and cause to be collected specific ex­ 
cise and ad valorem taxes in addition 
of those perm itted for other pur­ 
poses in the Constitution, but such 
an ad valorem tax ahull be imposed 
only for the purpose of retiring the 
bonds authorized by vote of the peo­ 
ple of this State as provided for here­ 
inafter in this Section. 
When said system shall have been 
designated and taken over for the 
State as provided in Section A here­ 
of, the Legislature is authorized to 
make provision 
for 
the 
equitable 
compensation to such counties for 
the value of such improvements aa 
have been theretofore constructed 
by the Counties in the State. 
Provided, also that save for the 
State highway system, in all other 
respects, Counties shall 
have 
the 
right to build, construct and main­ 
tain roads, turnpikes, 
and 
bridges 
within their respective boundaries, 
und the Constitutional provisions re­ 
lating thereto are not qualified or re­ 
pealed by reason hereof. 
The Legislature, at any Regular 
or Special Session, is authorized and 
directed lo pass and enact all appro­ 
priate legislation necessary to carry­ 
out and effectuate the purpose and 
intent of these Articles. 
Sec. 2. The Governor of the State 
is hereby directed to cause to be is­ 
sued his necessary proclamation for 
an election to be held on the fourth 
Saturday rn July, 1923, at which eke 
tion this amendment shall be sub­ 
mitted to the qualified electors of 
this State for adoption or rejection 
and shall make the publication re­ 
quired by the Constitution and Law* 
of the State. 
Said election shall be 
held undor and in accordance with 
the General Election Laws ot the 
State, and the ballots for said elec­ 
tion shall have printed 
or 
w ritten 
thereon in plain letters the follow­ 
ing words: 
“Official Ballot” : "For the amend­ 
ment to Article 8, of the Constitu 
tion of the State of Texas, provid­ 
ing for a State system of highways.” 
“Against the amendment to Article 
8, of the Constitution of thc State 
of Texas, providing for a State sys­ 
tem of highways.” 
Those voters 
who 
favor 
such 
amendment shall erase by marking a 
line through the words "Against the 
Amendment to Article 8, of the Con­ 
stitution of the State of Texas, pro­ 
viding for a State system of high­ 
ways.” 
Those 
who 
oppose such 
amendment ahull erase by marking 
a line through them, the words “For 
the amendment to Article 8 of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas, 
providing for a State Bystem of high­ 
ways.” 
And the result of the elec­ 
tion shall be published and declared 
according to the m ajority of the 
votes cast in such election. 
Sec. 3. The sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any funds in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated for Hie pur­ 
pose 
of 
paying the necessary ex 
penses of the proclamation and pub 
lication of this amendment and the 
election to be held hereunder.

All provisions and supplies 
will be furnished in bulk, and each 
scout is required to pay the aum of 
$5.00 to defray his part of the ex­ 
penses. 
C. U. Walker has been ap­ 
pointed 
quarterm aster, 
and 
you 
know he believes in having plenty. 
A balanced ration bas been figured 
out and boys will not be filled up 
on heavy fried goods as they have 
heretofore been on hikes, 
For in­ 
stance, you will have your choice of 
six kinds of breakfast food, four or 
five beverages, or milk. 
We have 
arranged for a supply of fresh vege­ 
tables to be supplied daily to the 
camp and have also arranged for 
three or four watermelon feast*. A 
daily program 
has been arranged, 
which includes teaching the funda­ 
mentals of scout 
craft, swimming, 
boating, hunting, fishing and base­ 
ball.
